The recent riot, its causes and its cir- 
cumstances, continues to fill the columns 
of the New York press. Considering all 
that has happened, there seems no reason 
to doubt that the Superintendent of Police, 
Ketso, knew his business best when he 
undertook to prevent the chance of a mob 
by stopping a parade which was sure to 
produce one. There was really but one 
sure way to stay the effusion of blood, and 
that was by removing the cause of dis- 
turbance 


No religions question whatever should 
be allowed to enter into the dicussion. The 
Seciety of Orange is not a representative 
of Protestantism. It is composed mainly 
of foreigners, who do not owe allegiance 
to this country, and who even when 
naturalized confess but a limited allegiance. 
Their existence is a constant menace to 
the Irish people. They themselves are the 
descendants of carpet-baggers who have 
preyed upon Ireland for a couple of cen- 
turies. Their public displays overflow 
with insults to a conquered people. It is 
true that they are Protestants and that the 
mass of the Irish are Catholics. But they 
are also adherents of the English govern- 
ment as against Irish freedom, and the 
question of patriotism is enlisted much 
stronger in the matter than the question of 

religion. Nothing could be stupider on 
the part of Americans than the ition 

| to make a church case out of it. It is as if 
the Radicals in the South should celebrate 
L's surrender every year with odious 
decorations and inscriptions. No one will 
dispute the right to parade; but the public 
order is more important than any mere 
abstract right. If a body of men set out 
with arms to browbeat another party of 
men, and, if resisted, to kill them, they are 
estopped at once by the law. But may not 
banners be as effective agents of insult and 
disturbance as arms? 

The late rioters were ignorant and ex- 
cited and in most cases vicious persons. 
To say a word in behalf of them would 
be to defend murderers and murder. The 
Strength of the Irish intelligence and the 
organization of the Catholic Church 
should have been sufficient to check the 
ferocious spirit of mob violence. But they 
did aot, and there was every reason to be- 
lieve they would or could not, and so the 
conservative arm of the law, asa preven- 
tion, was the most certain method. The 
right of one class of citizens to publicly 
insult another class every year seems a 
questionable right. Certainly it is a dan- 
gerous one to be exercised. The policy of 
sustaining by public opinion a public ex- 
ultation of national calamity is a reproach 
rather than an encouragement to genuine 
tolerance. Under pretense of celebrating 
a Protestant triumph the Orangemen really 
parade the vanquishment of their country- 

and they do this at the cost of dis- 
turbing the peace of a people in no wise 
interested in their foreign broils. That 
Governor Horrman carried out an Amer- 
ican principle with rare courage is plain 
enough. But he carried it out at a fearful 
cost to protect an association that has little 
Gaim on our respect or sympathy. Mr. 
KELSo’s order was tyrannical, but it would 
have saved all the lives that were lost and 
preserved the public order. The question 
narrows itself down to the preservation of 
order by suppressing a parade intended to 
insult a great mass of ignorant and excited 
people and the assertion of a naked ab- 
straction at the cost of many lives and the 
peace of a great metropolis; and this is a 
very nice question in civil ethics. The de- 
bate in the New York papers is interesting. 
The point we wish to make, however, re- 
fers to the disposition to get up a religious 
excitement about it. 

In a country like ours, and in an age as 
advanced, as enlightened and as skeptical as 
this, nothing is more unlikely than the 
domination of any religious sect. The ef- 
fort to get up a “‘no-Popery” spirit is ridic- 
vious. The Catholic Church has its uses 
and abuses, and, like every great organiza- 
tion, is a mixture of good and ill. So far 
as it threatens the souls of men we are in- 
different, because we are not engaged in the 
soul-saving line of business. As far as it 
threatens the State we are interested, and 
whenever we think we see it making any 
dangerous encroachments on the Constitu- 
tion or the body politic we shall have some- 
thing to say. But the man is a lunatic or 
bigot who pretends that there is any such 
dunger, and the outery raised through the 
agency of the late riot is simply Know- 
Nothingism ip a new dress, a Radical and 
Puritanical outcry designed to operate as a 
political agent on rural opinion in New 
York, and to take the State out of the hands 
of the Democracy. 

The Radicals are trying to use the riot of 
Wednesday for their own selfish purposes. 
They have no hope of getting the Irish 
vote. Therefore they want to make the 
Irish es odious as possible, to array every 
conceivable prejudice against them, and

Tat was a very scandalous story which 
the Louisville Commercial told the other 
duy of Mr. Jurrexson Davis. We are 
that so respectable a journal 
should have lent itself to the circulation of so 
cheap and yet. so serious a scandal, even 
against that arch-fiend of the Radicals, 
JEFFERSON Davis.

Hess,” was called to the singular phenom- 
enon, and on investigating the thing, that 
inquisitive gentleman discovered that Mr, 
Davis and the lady were occupying the same 
berth. Git out of that,” exclaimed per- 
emptorily the indignant “Mr. Hess.” 1 
shan’t do it—it’s none of your 7 
said Mr. Davis: Whereupon Mr. Hess” 
called to his assistance the conductor of 
the train; and Mr. Davis was made to 
vamose the ranche and take his own prop- 
er berth. Such, substantially, is the story 
as told in the columns of the Louisville 
Commercial. 

And now, where is the man who, knowing 
Mr. Davis, will believe one word of it? 
Of all the very prominent men in this 
country, there is not one who guards his 
reputation with such vestal vigilance as 
does Mr. Jerrerson Davis. From his 
first entrance into the political arena in 
Mississippi, down to the close of that 
career upon the fall of Richmond, 
he so conducted himself that 
his fair fame was never tarnished by the 
slightest breathof scandal. Asa young 
and rising Senator in Congress he held his 
own among the most virtuous and upright 
of public men. The hlandishments of 
beauty, in a field where the charms of 
woman, dear, divine,” proverbially win 
all hearts that are to be won, were never 
known to have achieved the 
slightest triumph over the fiery but stern 
statesman’ of Mississippi. He passed 
through all the allurements of the Federal 
capital with no blot upon his name. 

Mr. Davis may be rash, but he is not a 
‘fool. He is a man who is known “where'er 
the birds of fame have flown,” and that he 
would so far forget what is due 
to his reputation, and to the 
cause he once as to 
be guilty of the conduct attributed 
to him by his political enemy, the Louis- 
ville Commercial, is utterly incredible. It 
is a story for the marines; but the marines 
themselves must feel insulted at the thought 
that such an absurd story should. be told
